Missouri’s corn crop this year will be 
one-half of a crop, according to re­ 
ports of the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The same report shows that 
next year’s wheat acreage will be a 
record-breaker in the state. 
The corn crop, it 
is 
estimated, 
will be 130,500,000 bushels, as com­ 
pared with the 252.000,000 bushels 
last year, an average yield of 
18 
bushels to the acre, as compared to 
35 bushels last year. The condition 
of the corn is .46, fourth to lowest 
year since 1886. In 1881, the condi­ 
tion was reported as .42; in 1901 it 
was .29, and in 1913, it 
was 
.41. 
Drouth and hot winds are credited 
with bringing havoc to the fine corn 
prospects. 
The.wheat acreage next year is es­ 
timated at 3,277,830 acres as com­ 
pared with 2,875,000 acres this year. 
The report estimates the hay yield 
at 2,700,000 tons, as against 3,657,- 
000 tons last year. 
Vegetables are scarce, 
tomatoes 
having survived the drouth the best. 
The indicated yield of potatoes is 
6,468,000 bushels on a basis of a 
condition of .55. 
Pastures are 44 per cent, much 
stock being fed. Although much cat­ 
tle and many hogs were disposed of 
on account of the 
drouth, 
reports 
show an increase of 12 per cent of 
hogs in farmers' hands for fattening. 
Sheep increased wool production 
15 per cent over last year, the clip 
being seven pounds per head, the 
wool crop being estimated at 10,250,- 
000 pounds.

The gas masks 
are always hanging in front of our 
workers, and as soon as the thud or 
explosion is heard they must have 
their masks perfectly adjusted before 
they breathe again.

You firobably have seen frequent 
doughnut and pie stories which have
